The University Senate met at 2:15 p.m., on Friday, April 11, 1969, in 
the Faculty Conference Room, sixth floor of the Library. President Elliott 
presided . 

The minutes of the previous meeting were approved as distributed. 


Professor Wood announced the revised structure of the membership of 
the sub-committee on Black Studies. The members are as follows:

The faculty members named to serve on the editorial board of the 
Academic Forum for the coming year were announced by Professor Wood - 
Diana Bronte, Astere Claeyssens, and Peter Hill. Student members had not 
been named at this time by the President of Student Assembly. 


Professor Wood then welcomed the newly elected members of the Senate 
and expressed his appreciation to the retiring members. 


Dr. Richard Castell, Director of Health Services, who had been invited 
to report on the new University Clinic located at 2150 Pennsylvania Avenue, 
stated that he was "very happy to have moved into the new clinic, for which 
he had waited thirty-three years." Dr. Castell presented a brief but very 
informative description of the facilities of the new Clinic and the problems 
to be worked out in the near future. 


As Professor Willson, Chairman of the Nominating Committee, found it 
necessary to leave the meeting early, Professor Stromsem placed in nomina- 
tion the following as members of the Executive Committee:

Professor Perros nominated Professors Alpert and Brewer from the floor. 
Professor Alpert, however, declined the nomination. Professor Wood moved, 
seconded by Professor Arkilic the nominations be closed and it was so moved . 

After a short discussion it was the sense of the Senate that the elec- 
tion of the Chairman of the Executive Committee should be held before the 
election of the other members of the Committee and Professor Stevens was 


elected. 
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Election of the remainder of the nominees was held by written ballot and 
the slate nominated by the Nominating Committee was elected. 

As provided by item 6 of the agenda, Annual Reports for 1968-69 were 
submitted by the following Committees: Scholarship, Faculty Performance 

& Development; Admissions & Advanced Standing; and Appointment, Salary, & 
Promotion Policies. A copy of all Annual Reports submitted will be on file 
in the Senate office. However, at the request of the Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Appointment, Salary, & Promotion Policies, a copy of that Committee's 
report is appended to these minutes. 

Professor Perros presented A RESOLUTION RECOMMENDING THAT THE GEORGE 
WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY WITHDRAW FROM THE SOUTHERN CONFERENCE (6^6) and 
moved its adoption, seconded by Professor Sharpe. Professor Perros pointed 
out that even though he had placed the Resolution before the Senate for 
action, he would speak against the adoption of it. Mr. Mark Plotkin, a 
student member of the Athletics Committee, spoke strongly in favor of the 
Resolution. Professor Wood read a letter to the Senate from Professor 
Lyndale George (who was absent) in which she, as a member of the Committee, 
urged the Senate to "send the Resolution back to the Committee for further 
study." Extensive debate followed with statements in favor of the Resolu- 
tion by members of the Athletics Committee Mr. Sirkin, a student member, and 

Mr. Houser. Mr. Portnow, President of Student Assembly, favored passage of 

the Resolution. Professor Stevens moved an amendment to the Resolution by 
changing the language of the body of the Resolution to read: 

The University Senate recommends that 

the George Washington University with- 

draw from the Southern Conference at 
the earliest feasible time. 


Professor Kramer seconded the motion. The question was called on the amend- 
ment and it was passed . 

Professor Zuchelli moved to table the Resolution, seconded by Professor 
Perros. The question was called and the motion to table failed to carry by a 
vote of 9 to 8 . 


Professor Stevens moved the previous question and Resolution 6§7/6 was 
passed by a vote of 11 to 4 . 

As provided by item 8 of the agenda, A RESOLUTION TO ACCEPT THE RECOM- 
MENDATION OF THE SENATE COMMITTEE ON ATHLETICS PERTAINING TO THE NCAA RULE 
ON MANIFEST DISOBEDIENCE (6g//7), was moved by the Chairman of the Athletics 
Committee, Professor Perros, and seconded by Professor Stevens. During 
the discussion that followed Professor Hill moved to amend the wording of 
the Resolution, seconded by Professor Schlagel. Again extensive debate 
followed, with the question raised by Professor St. Cyr as to why this 
matter had not been discussed with the Scholarship Committee; Professor 
Hill's remarks that students should have a voice in voting on rules and 
regulations which affect them directly; and Professor Jones questions 
concerning the second "whereas" of the Resolution. 

Professor Perros suggested the Resolution be resubmitted to the sub- 
committee for further consideration. After Professor Hill and the seconder. 
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Professor Schlagel, agreed to withdraw the amendment, Professor Brewer 
moved, and the motion was seconded, to recommit the Resolution to the sub- 
committee. The question was called and the motion was passed . 

Professor Zuchelli presented A RESOLUTION TO ESTABLISH A SCHOOL OF FINE 
ARTS (6£/f8) on behalf of the Educational Policy Committee and moved its 
adoption, seconded by Professor Perros. 

As it was necessary for him to leave the meeting at this time, President 
Elliott relinquished the chair to Professor Wood at 4:37. A number of state- 
ments were made in favor of the Resolution by members of the faculty of the 
Art Department and other interested persons. Professor Wood asked that Mr. 
Houser, Secretary of the Senate, take the chair in order that Professor Wood 
could speak to the Resolution. He moved, seconded by Professor Brewer, that 
the Resolution be referred to the Senate's Committee on University Resources 
for further study and for the Committee to report the Resolution with recommend- 
ations to the first meeting of the University Senate in the fall of 1969. 

The question was called and the motion carried by a vote of 10 to 7 . 

During the period provided by the agenda for remarks from visitors and 
members. Professor Perros requested permission to approach the chair in order 
to present to Professor Wood the traditional gift of the Department of Chem- 
istry. He called attention to the fact that Professor Wood had served as 
Chairman of the Executive Committee longer than anyone else had since the 
inception of the Senate. The gift, Professor Perros pointed out, served no 
"useful purpose" except to convey to Professor Wood the affection and esteem 
in which he is held by his colleagues. 

Professor Wood thanked Professor Perros for the "gift" and he expressed 
his deep appreciation for the support he had received from his colleagues in 
the Senate and especially from the members of the Executive Committee. 

There being no further business, the meeting was adjourned at 5:30 p.m.

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ANNUAL REPORT 1968-69 


COMMITTEE ON APPOINTMENT, 

SALARY, AND PROMOTION POLICIES 
(Including FRINGE BENEFITS) 

The Committee has met six times this academic year mainly to consider the 
following issues: (1) University progress towards reaching the A average AAUP 

salary level by the specified goal of 1970-71; (2) the adequacy of our Fringe 
Benefit Program; (3) the possibility of a cash tuition benefit to faculty mem- 
bers whose children choose to pursue their undergraduate studies at an institu- 
tion other than George Washington University; and (A) the lowering of the retire- 
ment age from sixty-five to sixty-two years. 

(1) As regards salary scales, the Committee received the assurance of Mr. 
Johnson, Director of the Budget, that George Washington was firmly committed to 
reaching the A average AAUP level by 1970-71. In addition, Mr. Johnson supplied 
the Committee with his projected salary averages from 1968-69 to 1970-71 as 


follows :

The above figures were sent to the various Deans and Administrative Officers as 
a basis of their budget recommendations for 1969-70. The last salary report 
submitted to the AAUP by Mr. Johnson in October 1968 indicated that George 
Washington was on the A level from Instructor to Associate Professor, and on 
the B level for full Professors. 

(2) The Committee met with Mr. Cantini, Assistant Vice President and 
Assistant Treasurer, and Mr. Bacon, Director of Personnel Services, and the 
latter's Assistant, Mr. Herrema, to discuss our Fringe Benefit Program. Last 
year an outside consulting firm, Peat, Marwick, Mitchell & Company, had reviewed 
our Program and concluded as follows: 

"It appears to us that your overall employee benefit program has been dev- 
eloped with considerable care and thought and is generally a very good one. The 
only major weakness that we find is in your existing retirement plan as it applies 
to your non-professional employees." 

Thus we seem to have an excellent program. The weaknesses in the program 
pertain to the non-salaried employees and these were being strengthened according 
to Mr. Bacon. Mr. Bacon emphasized very strongly the importance, in his opinion, 
of extending the same kinds of benefits to all the University employees (e.g., 
cash tuition benefits, if established). The Committee also compared the Univer- 
sity's Retirement Plan with those described in the December 1968 issue of the 
AAUP Bulletin and again our program compared very favorably with the programs 
listed in the Bulletin . 

(3) The Committee has acquired additional information as to the cost and 
extent of the benefits at several institutions (Chicago, Rochester, etc.) of 
their Cash Tuition Benefit Program. However, the Committee decided not to make 
any recommendations at this time in consideration of economic priorities, espec- 
ially the five year program to reach the A average salary level by 1970-71. 


*The salaries listed are the projected AAUP "A" salary levels - not gW salaries 
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Nevertheless, the Committee recommends that continuous consideration be given 
to the benefit. Vice President Bright has arranged to have information regard- 
ing the number of George Washington Faculty children eligible for such a prog- 
ram included in next year's Annual Reports as a necessary basis for projecting 
the cost of such a program. 

(4) Having ascertained from Mr. Cantini that any member of the faculty 
can elect to retire at any age prior to sixty-five by making personal arrange- 
ments with TIAA/CREF, the Committee decided not to recommend lowering the 
retirement age to sixty-two years, as this would imply that the University 
favored retirement at the age of sixty-two, which is not the case. For those 
interested in retiring at age sixty-two, it should be noted that annuity bene- 
fits are reduced by nearly 187<>. 

Finally, in a joint meeting with the Faculty Performance and Development 
Committee it was decided jointly not to recommend to the Senate that a Faculty 
Tenure Committee be established to review recommendations for promotion and 
tenure, a responsibility now of the Board of Trustees.
